Greeley Relief Party. 
WasHIneTon, October 22. 
Secretary Chandler has written 
Commander Wildes of the Yantic with 
respect to the failure of the expedition 
for the relief of Lieutenant Greeley.

Littleton Island with the vessel. The 
Proteus passed this island July 22d, 
and was crushed in the ice the 23d. 
The Yantic did not reach there until 
August 2d. Between these dates the 
Garlington party of the Proteus cane 
to Littleton Island and Pandora har- 
bor, and, not finding you, continued 
south in open boats in search of the 
Yantic. Had the Yantic been at Lit- 
tleton the 28th day of July instead * 
being 12 days behind the Proteus, the 

Garlington relief party would have 
‘remained at that point with ample 
supplies, and waited Lieutenant 
Greeley, whose orders required him to 
reach that vicinity not later than Sep-
